: Tuesday morning; at oi^ht o'clock oc- 
curred the deathiof Mr. Nela J. SpanR- 
f;ard» aftera aevere illness often days 
caused by the flu_ which terminated in 
pneumonia. The deceased hos been an 
invalid for the-pa£t ten years, and has 
been confined to his wheel chair the 
greatffi: part of that time aridwhenhe 
contracted pneumonia It was felt from 
the first that he bad very-, little chance 
of recovery. 

Mr. Spanggard was born in Denmark 
on the Cth day of January 1867, and 
came to America in 1890. On the SOth 
dayof April 1898 he was united iii 
marriage to Miss Martha Sorensen. To 
them were born two children, Frank, 
aged nineteen- and Marion aged four- 
teen,'bbth of whom remain with the 
mother to mourn her loss. * .

Dorsey was convicted in Federal 
Judgei Landia* court and oh Jan; 31i 
1918, was. sentenced. ■ He was accused 
of having flooded the country with 
tubercular cows, using the mails to de- 
fraud in advertising that they v;ere 
high grade, blue-blooded Holsteina.. 
■ Evidenced shewed he had not only 
purchased tubercular cows throughout 
the state but obtained them from the. 
Union atorkyarus, shipping them to h's 
600 acre farm in Kane county, wliere 
they were clipped, their horns and hoofs

The Farmers Institute which met on 
Tuesday afternoon In the high school 
auditorium was well attended. The 
High School, orchestra rendered severiai 
selections in a very creditable manner. 

Mr. George White, after a few Intro, 
ductpry remarks in which he suggested 
that it waa easily possible to double the 
production of the town of Antioch by 
draining the wetlands, introduced Mr. 
Arthur Webster, a Civil and Drainage 
Engineer of Wheaton, III., lyho is En- 
gineer of a number of Drainage Dis- 
tricts in Northern Illinois, a couple of 
them in Lake- county. Mr. Webster 
diBCUSBed the benefits of drainage which 
are many are as follows; Increaaed 
production, increased land values, bet- 
ter sanitary, condition, bettei roads, 
better farm tenants, ; and the coraforta 
which increaaed ' profits will en- 
able the farmer to enjoy. He explain- 
ed the organization of drainage dlatricts 
and anawered queatlona generally. 

Mr. Chaa. Foaa, who was to speak on 
"Dairying" for some reason, was un- 
able to be present. The meeting clos- 
ed after a couple of selections by . the 
High School Glee club. 

Following the talk in tlie afterrioon 
a few of the most progrcueive farmers 
who TRside just eant of this village, de- 
cided that It would be' for their mutual 
biiiiefit to form a drainfgfl district, and 
they accordingly planned to hold;a meet- 
ing that same evening and talk the 
matter over, with Mr. Webster. At 
this meeting it was brought out that it 
is the intention of those most interest- 
ed in the projtct, to form the district 
by mutual consent if possible, and If 
not Ito endeavor; to force It through 
court action. 

It is estimated according to Mr. Web- 
ster that between 1100 and 1200 acres 
will bs benefitted by this proposed 
drainagp, and that between 500 and 600 
acres will be raolaimed. When asked 
in regard .to Ihe'coat of reclaiming 
ihece acres bo stated that U would be 
in the neighborhood often dollars per 
acre. The rooyement seems to be now 
fairly launched "^and mora about it is 
sure to be heard :n the near future.

Bayonne, France, Nov. 21, 1918 ■ 
Dear Dad: 

, According to 'The Stars and Stripes'

In consequence thereof next week there 
is expected to be the greatest carnival 
of letter writing since writing became 
populor in the best circles, lowea 
good many folks letter,8 and know of _no 
way as easy of reaching them all as 
through the medium of , the county 
papers.

It Is stated here In omdiU cliclefl 
that Chile would not be «urpriBod If the United States, nnd possibly an Inter- 
naUonnl tribunal to be set up by the peace congress, calls upon Chile to 
' execute. tho provlslonof the treaty of Ancon which marked the end of the war 
between Chile and Peru, for n plebiscite to bo held In ten years, or 1803, to 
decide whether Tacna and Arlca should remain Chilean territory or revert to

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McAdoo's Bluff 



Unless congress immediately enacts legislation con- 
tinuing government control of the railroads for a period 
of five years Mr. McAdoo tas threatened to send advice 
by wireless to Mr. Wilson to turn them back to their 
private owners at once. It is a part of the Democratic 
plan that the public/ particularly tlie stockholders and 
employees of. the roads; should throw up their hands in 
horrow at Mr:. McAdoo's' suggestion and feyerishiy write 
nheir senators and representatives to get busy, on the 
five-year legislation; ;.Th'e: chaotic condition in which the 
roads now are, with their immense burdens of increased 
wages and tremendous equipment . bills to meet, is 
enough to strike terror to their owners when they are 
suddenly threatened with the withdrawal of the financial 
support of the United States treasury. ^ 

But let us study the situation, and see if the McAdoo 
, threat is not a case of piire bluff. The first and imme- 
diate result of throwing back the roads to 'their owners 
would be to send them into the hands of receivers, The 
prime duty of the receiver is to reduce expenses, and in- 
asmuch as there is hardly a road in the country that 
would find it possible to meet the enormous drain upon 
it with the present operating income, ■ drastic curtail- 
ments would go into effect at once. The shipping • and 
traveUng public would be the sufferers from reduction 
in the number of trains, the impossibility of collecting 
judgmentS'for damages, the prompt cessation of all im- 
provements that may be under way. One of the first 
' acts of the receivers would be to apply for a court order 
reducing wages of employes to a point conforming with 
the ability of the roads to pay. Such an order would- 
make enemies of the men affected. lu'short, to throw 
the roads overboard at such short notice would bring 
such a storm of condemnation about the heads of 
Wilson, McAdoo,-and the Democratic party that they 
would not have a chance at the elections in 1920 or for 
the next fifty years. • . 









Eranklin Versus Burleson 

At a recent National Press Clqb affair the riddle was ^ 
propounded: "Why is Mr. BuHeson different from Ben- 
jamin Franklin?" The answer was: "Because Franklin 
started the postoflice, and Burleson finished it." That 
represents the unanimous opinion of the Postmaster 
General. throughout the country. A few weeks ago the 
trans-frantic cable people were .quarreling with Mr. 
-B^Ieson; and now the telegraphers union charges that 
"as a representative of the United States government 
Mr. Burleson has not so far been .as good as his word." 

Through all the stormy days since the beginning of 
the war the Capital has been ringing with the echoes of 
peculiar conditions in the postoffice department. The 
idea that democracy was to be secured through repre- 
sentative.measures has foundits outlet in the suppres- 
sion of radical newspapers, and experiments of doubtful 
^ value in the mail service. Unsupported Mr. Burleson's 
policies couldn't last a week; but he has hung his scheme 
onto the tail of Mr. McAdoo's' kite—and' whatever else 
may be said of the McAdoo plan, it cannot be denied 
that the gentleman himself inspired confidence in every- 
thing he undertook. Since government control has ex- 
isted under Mr. McAdoo there has seemed an inconsist- 
ency in saying that the postoffice department proposals 
should be thrown down. ^ But the Capital is responding 
to the demand that appears to be gaining headway 
throughout the country that the great wire interests be 
divorced from the. control of trifling pohticians.

The points attacked by the enemy 
lay jreaorally about 100 ndles from 
Arcbangol. General JInrch said the 
^ Interallied commander tliero had nde- 
cjuate tr()oi>s to re-enforce the ail- 
vancod elements and to handle the sit- 
uation. ---. 
An Interallied force ongiiped at 
. Kbenkurst consisted of a British de- 
tachment, two companies of Americans 
and t\vo companies of Uusslans. These 
were a'ttackwl on three sides and cnni- 
pellcd to evacuate their positions, as 
.wore idso the allied patrols ImlOlns 
list Pedenga. The American troops 
falling hack took a poslOnn midway 
between this point and Shonknrst. In 
one of the attacks reported 1,000 en- 
emy troops wore In action against the 
small allied force. 

General March polntetl out agnln' 
(?mt tbi whole military situation at 
Archangel was under the control oC 
the Interallied high command In t'^rance. 
Me Intimated that should rc-euforce- 
inents he deemed necessary any action 
to supply them would have to come 
from the high command and after rec- 
ommendation from the British com- 
nmnder-ln-clilcf of the forces in Si- 
beria. 

London, Jan. 2a— Bolshevist at- 
'torapts to bombard Reval, capita! of 
Estlioiila, from the sea have resulted 
in complete failure, according to re- 
ports received licre. Every vessel In 
tho fleet Is said to have been sunk. 

IMga wn.-; saved from attack by bol- 
shevists and from disorders within the 
city by n British Ileet which was sent 
Into the Baltic late In December for 
the, purpose of assisting British refu- 
gees to leave Russia. 

.Threats of British bombardments ro- 
suited In immediate representations hy 
German army ofliccrs that they were 
there to kocp order and that they 
woi;Jd leave as soon as assurance ,was 
given that anarcliy would not break 
out. Bolshevist troops wlio were ex- 
pected t<v attack the town at any mo- 
ment duferred action.

The third amendment provides that 
so far as tiie nmney shall be spent for 
the purchase of wheat to he donated, 
preference shall be g^tfon to grain 
grown in the United States. Senator 
Penrose of I'omisylvania was the au- 
thor of this amendment.

i'resideiu Wilson himself had dinft- 
t^d It, and he read It In person at the 
nutrnlng session. At the afternnon 
sitting It became the subject of de- 
bate, and wlien ^llu: delegates ad- 
journed, all were In accord that the 
American plan was the nmst feasible, 
and most practicable. 

The plenipotentiaries of the United 
Stales, Groat llrltnln. France, Italy 
and Japan olllclaily sanctioned iho 
Wilson proposal. 

The first step toward the execullor 
will be an Invitation Uy the associa- 
ted powers to ail the Unsslan fac- 
tions to meet representatives of these 
powers on Princes' Ishmd, in the sea 
of Mannora, Febnniry 15.

dral at Helms, he nuulo tids comment: 
"No one can put Into words the Im- 
pressions I have received aniongst 
such scenes of desolation and ruins." 
Timt was 'Mr. Wilson's only ox- 
pre.sslon of bis feelings after a trip 
that every Frenchman has been hoping 
ho would mnlte before he takes, part 
In deciding what Is lo he exacted from 
Gennany for the devastation of north- 
ern France. 

Accompanied by Mrs. AVUson. Ad- 
nUral Grayson and a very small party, 
Air .Wilson left- the Jlurat residence 
early Kunday morning. The party nior 
torod Ilrst to Chateau-Thierry, nnd 
thence to Itolms, passing through many 
ruined villages nnd along tho old fight- 
ing lines, where evldfjuccs of combat 
arc stljlto be plainly sten. 

After visiting Itolms, tlie president 
and bis party left their motor cars and 
returned I)y special tniln to.

■ This beautiful valley was interlaced 
with magnificent roadways,' and each 
roadway lined with wonderful trees, 
many of them centuries old. Along 
these roadways stood hundreds of 
farm villages, each village housing 
from one hundred to five hundred hap- 
py, contented, thrifty people, who 
tilled Uie soil of their fertile acres and 
gathered the fruit of their orchards as 
their forefathers had done for many 
generations. 

Upon the farms of v this valley all of 
France depended for much of Its food- 
stuffs, for Its bread. Its meat, Its fruit, 
aud year after year Uiese fertile acres 
and \heso thrifty. Industrious people 
had met tho expectations of France In 
the matter of food production. 

AJid then, came tJie Boche with his 
dreams of conquest and of loot, and 
for four years this valley of the 
Somme was a battleground, with mil- 
lions of men struggling back^vard and 
fonvard aero bs It. those on the ou2 
side seeking the selfish purpose of 
world domination and destruction and 
those opposed seeking the preserva- 
tion of freedom and liberty and world 
civilization. 

No Evldenco of Many Villages. 
The American people, nnd especially 
those of the rich agricultural states of 
the North or South, of tlio East or 
West, can look about them at their 
own happy and prosperous communl- 
tlefl nnd easily picture In their minds 
the Somme section of France before 
tho war. But it Is impossible to pic- 
ture that same section as It Is today. 
It Is impossible to put Into words tho 
terrible devastation tljat has been 
wrought because of the ambitions ahd 
lust of a selfish people. 

Every one of the two or three hun- 
dreds' of thriving farm villages arc 
gone, tho great majority of them gone 
so completely as to leave no evldenco 
that they ever existed ; the material of 
which they were constructed carted 
away tnut It might be used In the con- 
struction of Uic fortifications of the 
famous Hlndenburg lino behind which 
tho Invaders sought refuge; Its cites 
completely demolished, their magnifi- 
cent churches and cathedrals, the 
work of the master builders of centu- 
ries ago, ground, to powdered stone; 
tho wonderful trees lining the road' 
ways torn to splinters ; tho people of 
the. valley homeless and scattered to 
tho four winds. 

Like many thousands of Americans, 
I had failed to beUevo possible all of 
the things we had been told were tho 
work of tho Boche. I had read with 
conslderoble reservation the descrip- 
tion of the destroyed orchards where 
the fruit trees were said to havo been 
dcllbovntely cut down. But as I rode 
for miles and miles and miles over the 
Sbmnie valley I could not, fall to be- 
lieve what my eyes mv,\ aud there 
were 'the stumps of; what, had orico 
been orchard after orchard from which 
France had reaped her harvest of 
fruit. Each stump Was cut square 
with a saw, and each stuhip of almost 
exactly tho saraw height, as though tho 
depredator had measured each with a 



a master criminal as a barrier behind 
which he might hide and beat back his 
pursuers. But American boys and 
English boys and French boys broke 
down that barrier, and they have to- 
day arraigned *thnt criminal at the 
world's bar of justice, where he la be- 
ing tried for his crimes. The Ameri- 
can people are a part of the jury that 
Is trying him. and I have tried to pre- 
sent but a small fraction of the evi- 
dence against him. 

It Is safe to Bay that the verdict may 
be left with the American people, with 
the French people, with the English 
people, wltli the Belgian people, and 
that they will sentence the Bocho to 
pay and pay and pay for several gen- 
erations until there has been bred out 
of him and his children that, idea that 
might Is right and that he can over- 
throw tho civilization hnd the free- 
dom of tho world to gratify his own 
selfish purposes. 

The crime Is greater than tho Boche 
can ever pay for. It Is really greater 
than the world will ever know, and the 
Items In the long account- of the crimi- 
nal record of Germany will never nil 
be recorded.
